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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 5-6, 10-11, 24-25, 31-46 are allowable over the prior art of 
records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented Pat. No. 5,671,371, 5,905,912 and 
6,240,481. The improvement features include a method for keeping two 
independent buses coherent comprising waiting for the tag acknowledgement, by 
the I/O controller, from the memory controller before providing notification to the 
processing unit that the data write has completed (claims 1, 10, 24, 31); to send, 
after the data via the second bus interface, a fence that requests a notification of 
receipt of the fence (claim 37, 40, 43). 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed for the same 
rationale from the parent claim by dependency.
